NUERNBERG, April 6 (UP) — 
Field Marshal Wilhelm Keitel ad-

The former German chief of 
staff hedged, cringed and quibbled 
while Gen. Roman Rudenko, cross- 
examining in a fire and brimstone 
manner, pinned him down on Ger- 
man orders concerning partisan 
activities. 

“Do you remember an order au- 
thorizing the cruelest measures 
because human life cost absolutely 
nothing in the eastern territories?” 
Rudenko asked. . 

“Yes,” Keitel replied. 

“You signed this order?” 

Again Keitel said, “Yes.” 

Rudenko asked, “You considered 
it correct and apt?” 

“Yes,” Keitel replied. “It was 
a well-known fact that lives were 
not respected in eastern and So- 
viet territories.” 

Considered It Right. 

The Soviet prosecutor quoted 
another order which stated that 
“troops have the right and are 
obligated to take any measures 
without restriction against women 
and children.” 

“That is correct,” Keitel said. 

“You consider this order right?” 

“Yes. But of course no German 
soldier and no German officer 
ever thought of killing women and 
children.”

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‘Mighty Mo’ Welcomed by Turks, 
Anchors in Bosporus Off Istanbul 


ISTANBUL, April 6 (UP)—The 
“Mighty Mo” and her booming 
guns have Turkey in a froth. 

The press calls the courtesy 


visit of the battleship Missouri 
with the body of the late Turkish 
Ambassador to Washington, Meh- 
met Munir Ertegun, one of the 
most important international 
events of the century. 

Thousands of Turks have 
swarmed aboard the battlewagon 
‘since it anchored in the Bosporus 
off the Dolma Bahtche Palace yes- 
| terday morning. 
| $pecial souvenir Turkish cigar- 
|ettes, stamps and scarfs have ap- 
peared as a sign of hospitality. A 
tremendous sign “Welcome Mis- 
souri” hangs on the harbor light- 
house. 

“Welcome Missouri to our land,” 
said the banner headline in the 
newspaper Yeni Sabah. Editorial- 
ly, the newspaper commented: 
“There is a meaning in the Amer- 
‘icans sending this most powerful 
ship, but it is not a meaning to- 
ward Russia or any other coun- 
try.” 

A school of porpoises frolicked 
around the Missouri, largest vessel 


ever to traverse the Dardanelles, 
as it entered the Bosporus and 
anchored. Turks said this was 
the first time since 1700 that por- 
poises had come through the Sea 
of Marmora into the four-knot 
current of the Bosporus. They 
hailed this as a good omen. 

The pbattleship’s mighty guns 
fired a 19-gun salute as the Am- 
bassador’s body was taken ashore 
with American military and diplo- 
matic leaders in attendance. The 
body was borne through the streets 
on a four-wheeled gun crriage 
drawn by seven black horses: 

American correspondents _ re- 
moved their shoes as they entered 
the heavily carpeted mosque where 
the service was held. 

On arrival, the Missouri and her 
escort, the cruiser Providence and 
the destroyer Power exchanged 
salutes with Turkish batteries in 
a series of volleys that rattled 
windows. Thousands of spectators 
lined the shore. 

Adm. H. Kent Hewitt, Ambassa- 
dor Edwin C. Wilson and Alexan- 
der Weddell, State Department 
representative, led the American 
delegation in the funeral cere- 


monies. 


BILL TO CURB PETRILLO 
SENT TO WHITE HOUSE 


Fine or Jail Provided for Coercion 
to Hire Radio Standby 
. Musicians, 

WASHINGTON, April 6 (UP)— 
The Senate today completed con- 
gressional action on a bill to curb 
Music Czar James C,. Petrillo in 
his dealings with radio broadcast- 
ers. 

It adopted, 47 to 3, and sent to 
the White House a conference re- 
port accepting a stringent House 
bill designed to regulate the activ- 
ities of Petrillo’s American Fed- 
eration of Musicians (AFL). 

The bill calls for a $1000 fine 
and-or one year in jail for at- 
tempts to coerce broadcasters to 
hire standby musicians and pay 
tribute for use of recorded pro- 
grams. It prohibits union inter- 
ference with broadcasting of non- 
paying agricultural and non-com- 
mercial educational or cultural 
programs and any action designed 
to block radio programs origina- 
ting from other countries. 


RUSSIAN UNION ORDERS WORK 


STOPPAGE IN MOSCOW PLANT 


Paper Reports Action Taken Be- 
cause Management Didn’t Put in 
New Ventilating System. 

MOSCOW, April 6 (AP)—The 
central committee of an electrical 
trade union has ordered temporary 
cessation of work in the polishing 
and galvanizing departments in a 
Moscow factory, the trades union 
newspaper Trud reported today. 

The newspaper said the ventil- 
lating system in the factory for 
the past two and one-half years 
had caused numerous employe 
complaints which the director did 
nothing to satisfy. 

The union’s central committee 
investigated and ordered a new 
ventillation system and other 
remedies. Although the director 
promised to carry out the order, 
the newspaper said, he never did.

Airports Proposed. 


A program of parkways, parks 
and playgrounds and airports was 
presented by the St. Louis County 
Planning Commission at a public 
hearing last night at Clayton 
courthouse. 

Peninsula Parkway, a proposed 
scenic drive comprising 62 miles 
of new road, would follow the 
outer boundary of the county from 
Riverview boulevard, at the north- 
ern city limits, to Jefferson Bar- 
racks, on the south. The drive 
would pass through Creve Coeur 
Memorial Park and Babler State 
Park and would touch on six pro- 
posed new parks, as well as scenic 
points on the Missouri, Mississippi 
and Meramec rivers. 

From Riverview boulevard the 
proposed parkway would follow a 
northern route to the Missouri 
river, then turn toward Creve 
Coeur Park, and Babler Park. 
Succeeding sections would brush 
the Franklin and Jefferson county 
lines to the Meramec river, to the 
Mississippi river and Jefferson 
Barracks. 

Three Parkways Included. 

Three proposed auxiliary park- 
ways-are included in the plan. The 
first, called Maline Creek Park- 
way, would follow a seven-mile 
course from Bellefontaine road to 
Midland boulevard, in Overland, to 
Creve Coeur Memorial Park. An 
extension of Midland boulevard 
into University City would form 
the second auxiliary parkway, 
while the third would extend for 
eight miles from Watson road 
along Gravois Creek into Lemay. 

Recommendations for nine pro- 
posed major parks, in addition to 
Creve Coeur and Babler parks, 
and 70 athletic and _ recreation 
grounds were presented at the 
meeting. Two of the major parks 
would overlook the Missouri river 
in the northern section of the 
county, one would be situated on 
the Meramec river and one on the 
Mississippi river. The athletic and 
recreation grounds are proposed

Geisha Girl’s Tip Leads 
to Discovery — Cache 
Believed to Be Worth 


Two Billions.

TOKYO, April 6 (AP)—A geisha 
girl’s tip led today to discovery of 
two truckloads of precious metals 
ingots believed to be worth 30 bil- 
lion yen (two billion dollars) in 
the mud of Tokyo bay. 

An informant said he had been 
told by Japanese Army officers 
the money was to be used “in 
building up a greater Japan after 
things have quieted down.” 

The ingots were located by Lt. 
E. V. Nielsen of Stamford, Conn., 
an officer in the Thirty-Second 
Military Government Company. 

The original tip came, Nielsen 
said, from a geisha girl. She told 
a Japanese employed by a ci- 
villian interpreter for the Military 
Government that a large sum of 
gold had been dumped in Tokyo 
bay. 

Nielsen said developments indi- 
cated her story was a planted tip. 

Investigation showed the girl's 
story came from a small social 
club composed of elderly Japanese 
small shopkeepers and business- 
men. 

“Finally,” Nielsen said, “one of 
the social group told me that ‘be- 
cause the militarists: had been the 
ruination of Japan we didn’t want 
them to get hold of the huge sup- 
ply of precious metals.’ He said 
he trusted the Americans and for 
that reason would tell the where- 
abouts of a laborer who worked 
in dumping ingots into the bay.” 

The laborer designated a dock 
at a former Japanese maritime 
school on the Tokyo waterfront 
now used as a boat slip by United 
States First Cavalry personnel. 

Nielsen brought up the first 
ingot weighing 75 pounds. It

Truman Informs Teen-Agers 


He Favors Vote 


for 18-Year-Olds

CHICAGO, April 6 (AP)—Presi- 


dent Truman advocated the ballot 
for 18-year-olds today in an un- 
precedented ‘teen-age press con- 
ference which highlighted his 
Army day welcome here. 

Going immediately to the con- 
ference from a parade through 
streets lined with hand-clapping 
spectators, Truman submitted to 
20 minutes of questioning from 
the high school journalists which 
he said was tougher than any he 
has undergone from the question- 
ers in Washington. 

He told them: 

1. He didn’t see why any intel- 
ligent boy or girl of 18 should not 
have the right to vote if they pre- 
pare themselves since they proved 
in time of war that they can 
shoulder citizenship’s highest duty. 
There’s no reason why the ballot 


shouldn’t be extended to them by 
every state, he added. 

2. That he was opposed to a 
pending congressional proposal to 
extend the Selective Service Act 
for nine months, asserting he 
thought it necessary to draft men 
for another year in order to bring 
home men who have been abroad 
beyond what they should be. 

3. That universal training is 
necessary for this country to meet 
its obligations of leadership and 
will supplement, rather than in- 
terfere with, the education of the 
nation’s youth. 

He told them that the training 
he proposed was not conscription 
in any sense and that no one 
brought into the program would 
be required to serve in the Army 
or Navy in time of peace,

Speaking at an Army day cele- 
bration in Soldier Field, where he 
renewed his appeal for extension 
of the Selective Service Act, uni- 
fication of the armed forces and 
a universal training program, the 
President declared that: 

1. One “universal” policy must 
guide United States relations 
with every country, “no matter 
how remote.” 

2. In return for American rec- 
ognition of “important inter- 
.ests” of Great Britain and Rus- 
sin and others in the Orient, 
these countries must respect the 
interest of the United States in 
peace and security in that area. 

3. The United Nations have a 
right to insist that the sover- 
eignty and integrity of the coun- 
tries of the Near and Middle 
East where outside rivalries 
might “erupt into conflict” must 
not be threatened by coercion 
or penetration. 

4. The United States hopes 
“for the peaceful settlement of 
differences which have arisen 
between colonial people and co- 
lonial sovereigns in all areas.” 

5. The United Nations Secur- 
ity Council “is fully capable of 
settling disputes between any 
nations of the world, however 
different their philosophies, tra- 
ditions and interests, if it re- 
spects “the legitimate aspira- 

tions and needs” of fellow mem- 
bers. 

6. “The United States intends 
to join with the other sovereign 

republics of America in a re 
gional pact to provide a come 
mon defense against attack.” 

Using some of the strongest lan- 
guage he ever has employed in. 
discussing America’s’ new global 
foreign policy, Truman declared its 
immediate objective “is to sup- 
port the United Nations to the 
utmost.” 

World Trade System. 

This country stands ready, he 
added, to provide necessary sup- 
port for a world: trade system to 
“strengthen and safeguard the 
peace.” 

The President, after reviewing 
a parade of Army might, said uni- 
versal training, a year’s extension 
of the draft and unification of the 
armed forces are “the foundation 
stones which hold the promise of a 
strong nation.” 

“They are essential if we are 
to maintain our leadership on the 
road to peace and freedom,” he 
said. 

If the country is to carry out 
its new worldwide obligations to 
support the “peace and freedom” 
that are “the very root of our for- 
eign policy,” the President said, 
“we must remain strong.” Assert- 
ing this is America’s duty under 
its United Nations membership, he 
added: 

“We cannot on one day proclaim 
our intention to prevent unjust ag- 
gression and oppression in the 
world and the next day call for 
immediate scrapping of our mili- 
tary might.” 

Remote -Beginnings. 

In proclaiming America’s inten- 
tion to assert its interest in 
peace and security everywhere, the 
President said: 

“Remember that the First World 
War ‘began in Serbia; that the 
peace of Versailles was first 
broken in Manchuria and that the 
Second World War began in 
Poland.” 

He asserted that the control 
and reform of Japan “is only a 
beginning” of American policy in 
the Orient. 

“We seek to encourage a quick 
revival of economic activity and 
international trade in the Far 
East,” Truman said. “To do that, 
we stand ready to extend credits 
and technical assistance to help 
build the peace.”

On this Army Day freedom- 
loving men all over the world rise 
with us to salute our fighting 
men and devoted women of the 
Army. Our American soldier is 
respected everywhere for his cour- 
aged ,admired for his fighting 
skill, and loved for his charm and 
simplicity. Like his gallant 
brother in arms in the 
States Navy, he is the symbol of 
our traditions and our hopes. 

Our Army his written many 
glorious chapters in our nation’s 
history, but none so brilliant as 
the last. Its story in this war 
has been written in every corner 
of the globe—on the continent of 
Europe; in the wastes of the Arc- 
tic; over the vast expanse of the 
Pacific; in jungle and desert; on 
mountains and over the beaches. 
It is a glorious history of men 
against the forces of nature as 
well as against the forces of evil. 

America’s Civilian ‘Army. 

Ours is a civilian army, not a 
professional one—either in leader- 
ship or manpower. Of the 850,- 
000 officers who led it in war, 
only 16,000 were professional sol- 
diers. Of the 10,000,000 men and 
women who at some time served 
in it, only 300,000 were regulars. 

This Army Day is a fitting day 
for us to look thankfully at the 
past and hopefully to the future. 

Our army of democracy — of 
every walk of life, of every faith, 
of every national descent — was 
victorious over the professional 
armies of the dictators who had 
scorned us as too soft and too 
cowardly to fight. The survival 
of a free civilization is the reward 
for the struggle and battles of the 
men of our fighting forces. 

No one can think of the great 
American Army without thinking 
of those leaders of victory, those 
commanding officers, who now 
take their place in history with 
the immortals of the past. And 
the Army itself as well as the 
American people will always re- 
member the inspiration, leader- 
ship, courage and determination 
which came from that gallant 
warrior in the White. House— 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

The past is history. It is the 
future to which we must turn our 
thoughts and energies now. What 
of the world on the Army Days to 
come? What of the future of 
mankind in the atomic age which 
is upon us? 

Let us look clearly at today and 
tomorrow. The facts are plain, 
and I think our course is also 


lain.

We still have much to do. We 
are determined to remain strong. 

We still have all the duties 
of the armies of occupation. We 
still have to do our share in 
supervising former enemy gov- 
ernments, enforcing the peace 
terms, disarming and repatriat- 
ing enemy troops, taking care of 
hundreds of thousands of dis- 
placed persons. We still have 
to service and — all our 
troops overseas. We Still have 
to protect and preserve Ameri- 
can property all over the world. 
We still have to destroy the war 
materiel and the war-making 
industries of our enemies. 

But far and above all those 
things, we must remain strong 
because only so long as we re- 
main strong can we insure the 
peace of the world. Peace has 
to be built on power for good. 
Justice and good will and good 
deeds are not enough. We can- 
not on one day proclaim our in- 
tention to prevent unjust ag- 
gression and oppression in the 
world, and on the next day call 
for immediate scrapping of our 
military might. 

We must remain strong, not 
because we plan or want to im- 
pose our views upon the world 
by force, or do battle with any 
nation. We must remain strong 
in order to retain our leader-

I hope that the second objective 
will very soon be achieved in the

We have won the war; we 
must now make the victory se- 
cure. Victorious nations cannot, 
on the surrender of a vicious 
and dangerous enemy, turn 
their backs and go home. Wars 
are different from baseball 
games where, at the end of the 
game, the teams get dressed 
and leave the park. In wars, the 
victors must make sure that 
there will not be a recurrence 
of enemy aggression and 
tyranny. Tyranny must be 
rooted out from the very soul 
of the enemy nation before we 
can say that the war is really 


won, 
Alternatives to Draft. 


The American people recognize 
that fact. But the process is long 
and exacting. It requires an 
Army of many men. And that 
Army of many men can be con- 
tinuously and adequately supplied 
for another year only by the Se-, 
lective Service Act. 

If the act is not extended be- 
yond the next month, when it 
will otherwise expire, we face these 
alternatives: Either we shall have 
to keep men indefinitely in for- 
eign lands who, by reason of long 
service, are justly entitled to come 
home to their families; or we 
shall turn our backs upon the en- 
emy before the victory is finally 
assured. 

Justice to the men still in the 
armed forces, justice to ali our 
people and to civilization itself, 
forbids the choice of either of 
these alternatives. And the Con- 
gress, I am sure, will not chopse 
either, 

The third essential of a strong 
America is a program of uni- 
versal training. Let us under- 
stand this clearly. Universal 
training is not conscription. It 
does not mean that our young 
men would have to serve in the 
Army or Navy for any period 
during peacetime. They remain 
citizens and civilians unless the 
Congress declares an emergency 
and calls upon them to serve in 
the armed forces with other 
citizens. 


What is proposed is that each 
individual be trained and fitted 
by his nation to take his place 
if war unhappily should ever 
come again. 

It is no answer to say that we 
do not need a large army in the 
atomic age. No one knows yet 
precisely .what we shall need— 
in terms of infantry, artillery, 
pilots, paratroopers, ships, ra- 
dar, planes, rockets or bombs, 

We do know this: Modern 
war calls for the total moboliza- 
tion of all men and all energies. 
We know, too, that we are not 
likely again to be given two 
years or more by heroic allies to 
get ready. Next time—if there 
must be a next time—we are 
likely to be the first target. 


And so on short notice, each 
man must be ready to take his 
place and go forward—not at the 
end of a few months, or a few 
years, but immediately. Other- 
wise it may be too late. 

There is only one way that each 
man can be ready. That way is 
by training ahead of time. He 
will not be trained to do things 
which are obsolete. He will be 
trained to do only whatever is 
required in modern warfare. A 
nation whose people want it to be 
a leader, to be . bulwark against 
tyranny and oppression, surely 
cannot expect less of its people 
than that they te made ready to 
fight or to work to preserve the 
nation.

PARTY SHOWDOWN ON BEVIN 
FOREIGN POLICY EXPECTED 


Labor at Annual Meeting Will Consider De- 
mands for ‘Drastic Purge of Officials 
at Home and Abroad.’

LONDON, April 6 (AP)—The 
annual conference of the Labor 
party in June will air criticism of 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin’s 
conduct of British foreign policy 
and consider demands for a “dras- 
tic purge of foreign office officials 
at home and abroad.” 

One of the more than 40 reso- 
lutions dealing with British for- 
eign policy would call on the 
party to “repudiate Mr, Churchill's 
defeatist proposal to make the 
British commonwealth a mere sat- 
ellite of AMerican monopoly -and 
capitalism, which will inevitably 
lead to our being aligned in a 
—e of hostility to Rus- 
sia.” 

Some 400 Resolutions. 

More than 400 resolutions were 
published today for discussion in 
the June 10-14 conference, a tra- 
ditionally rough and tumble affair 
where labor union leaders and 
chiefs of the district party coun- 
cils speak their minds. 

One resolution would demand “a 
ceaseless campaigning activity 
, . to sustain and expand” the 
Labor party's power, now that it 


has gained for the first time full 
control of the British government. 

A big fight, too, was in prospect 
over an application of the British 
Communists for. affiliation with 
the party. Four big unions have 
tabled resolutions demanding that 
the Communists be admitted—a 
position exactly opposed to that of 
the party’s executive committee 
headed by Prof. Harold Laski. 

Move for “Socialist Policy.” 

Many of the resolutions demand 

a “Socialist foreign policy” and at- 
tack Bevin’s conduct “as being a 
continuance of the Conservative 
foreign policy.” 
*“Unity between’ Britain, the 
U.S.A, and the U.S.S.R. is essential!

says.

“Our ability to make our views 
for the maintenance of peace felt 
throughout the world,” he said, 
“depends on the power we may 
possess to back up fully the pol- 
icies we support. That is the 
primary function of an Army that 
is the servant and instrument of 
a peace-loving and democratic 
people.” 

Patterson renewed his plea for 
universal training, saying it was 
necessary to establish a reservoir 
of trained men as “insurance” for 
national defense. 

Eisenhower pledged the Army’s 
“earnest” effort to develop nation- 
al security “as a cornerstone of 
the peace structure that must be 
built in the world.” To do this, 
he said, the Army must foster re- 
search on war weapons and main- 
tain its strength as an interim 
force, in support of the United 
Nations, until the future peace- 
time army can be formed.

LONDON, April 6 (AP) — 
Charges that deliberate attempts 
have been made to whitewash 
high ranking officers in the Lich- 
field cruelty case may be aired 
Monday when the court martial of 
Staff Sgt. James M. Jones of 
Muskogee, Okla. goes into its 
third day. 

Capt. Earl J. Carroll, who re- 
signed recently as assistant prose~- 
cutor in the case and who is re- 
ported to have nade the charges, 
will take the stand at that time. 

A series of bitter clashes 
marked efforts of the defense yes- 
terday to challenge the jurisdic- 
tion of the court on grounds of . 
bias and prejudice. The defend- 
ant, Set. Jones, is the second of 
10 enlisted men and eight officers 
to be tried on charges of cruelty 
or conspiracy in the treatment of 
imprisoned United States troops 
at the Tenth Reinforcement De- 
pot at Lichfield. 

The court overruled a defense 
motion to disqualify Maj Benito 
Gaguine, law member of the trial 
board, on grounds that he was 
“leering” at defense lawyers while 
repeatedly overruling their objec- 
tions, and had favored the prose 
cution in his manner of question- 
ing a witness. 

Another in the sertes of clashes 
in the case came during defense 
quéstioning of Maj. Richard DPD, 
Kearney, London area staff judge 
advocate, in its effort to challenge 
jurisdiction of the court on the 
grounds of bias and prejudice in 
higher Army ranks regarding the 
case, 

M. Clinton McGee, special de- 
fense counsel, asked the court to 
take judicial notice of a dispatch 
in a London newspaper which 
said Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
had ordered an investigation of 
charges that an attempt was being 
made to whitewash officers in- 
volved. 

When objections were raised, he 
sought to ask Kearney whether 
the staff judge advocate knew the 
Army was investigating the Lich- 
field case “on grounds that the 
officers will ‘not be tried as they 
should be and the enlisted men 
will be the goats.” 

Gaguine ruled this out. 

Kearney denied that any pres-

WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP)— 
Congress reached out today to 
plant a finger permanently on the 
control switch of any domestic ma- 
chinery governing future atomic 
energy developments. 


A special Senate committee was 
disclosed to have written into the 
legislation it has been preparing 
for months a provision for estab- 
lishing a 14-man joint Senate- 
House group authorized to make a 
continuing study of atomic con- 
trols and to sponsor legislation af- 
fecting them. 

Members who declined to be 
quoted by name said they ex- 
pected this bipartisan committee 
of seven Senators and seven House 
members to serve as one of the 
brakes om the unprecedentedly 
wide powers bestowed on a civilian 
atomic energy commission under 
terms of the bill. 

As the measure is now drawn— 
subject to final action by the 
special Senate Atomic Energy 
Committee next week—the com- 
mission could do just about any- 
thing it feels necessary to advance 
atomic developments. 

It would produce and own all 
fissionable materials and radio-ac- 
tive by-products. It could dis- 
tribute them in this country, with 
or without charge, for research 
and medical therapy. Under the 
supervision of Congress and the 
President, it would license the in- 
dustrial use of atomic energy. 

Group to Direct Research. 

The commission would direct 
research and development on mili- 
tary phases and, when the Presi- 
dent approved, could produce 
atomic bombs and other similar 
weapons, The President would di- 
rect when and in what quantities 
it would deliver atomic weapons to 
the armed forces. 

The commission’s ownership 
would extend beyond fissionable 
materials and atomic weapons to 
all of the plants and facilities for 
processing and producing fission- 
able materials. It would own all 
patents and inventions and prev- 
iously-constructed property, like 
the Manhattan district’ instal- 
lations where the bomb was pro- 
duced. 

“In a manner such as to assure 
the common defense and secur- 
ity,” the commission would con- 
trol the dissemination of scien- 
tific, technical and military infor- 
mation. It would draw up reg- 
ulations on how this information 
was to be passed out and to 
whom. 

“Willful” violation of its secur- 
ity regulations would be punish- 
able by fines ranging from $5000 
to a maximum of $20,000 and 20 
years in jail. 

Reports to Congress Planned. 

Senate committee members 
pointed out, however, that the 
commission would have to make 
semi-annual reports to Congress 
and go there for money to con- 
tinue its activities. 

The commission would have to 
keep the proposed 14-member 
joint committee “fully and cur- 
rently informed with respect to 
the commission's activities.” In 
addition, the latter group would 
make “continuing studies” of the 
“problems relating to the devel- 
opment, use and control of atom- 
ic energy” 

The committee would have its 
own “experts, consultants and 
technicians” to check up on the 
atomic commission and members 
would be required to report from 
time to time to the Senate and 
House on how things were going. 

The atomic commission would 
have two other advisory append- 
ages, a general committee of nine 
civilians appointed by the Presi- 
dent and a military liaison group 
detailed by the Secretaries of 
War and Navy 

Yesterday the Senate confirmed 
Bernard M. Baruch, New York 
financier, as United States repre- 
sentative on the United Nations 
commission on atomic energy. 
Action was without objection.

ONE-CENT RISE ON MUTTON, 
VEAL AND LAMB MONDAY 


WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP)— 
About .50 per cent of all lamb, 
mutton and veal cuts will cost 
housewives a cent a pound more 
beginning Monday. Announcing 
this last night, the Office of Price 
Administration said this retail 
price increase resulted from a 
wage increase of 16 cents hourly 
recently granted to Packing 
House workers. Higher prices for 
beef and pork became effective 
last Monday. 

OPA said the new rises would 
increase the average price of all 
lamb and mutton by about a half- 
cent a pound. Average prices for 
veal will go up about a third of 
a cent a pound. 

The one-cent-a-pound increases 
for individual cuts will not apply 
on a uniform basis throughout the 
country, since retail price ceilings 
are figured on costs which vary. 
Prices are rounded off to the near- 
est cent, which means that ceil- 
ings for some cuts may be in- 
creased a penny in some parts of 
the country and left — in 
other areas.

NEW ETCHINGS PRESS 
SHOWN AT ART SESSION 


Artist-Inventor’s Device In- 
tended to Enable Children to 
Reproduce Own Work. 


George Laszlo, artist and in- 
ventor, demonstrated his new hand 


press for reproducing etchings 
and prints before teachers attend- 
ing the Western Arts Association 
convention yesterday at Hotel 
Jefferson. The press, which is of 
portable size, is designed to print 
from both flat and block originals 
of a variety of sizes and materials, 

Hungarian by birth, Laszlo has 
lived in New York for 22 years. 
He hag become imbued, he said, 
with the idea of bringing art to 
all the children of America 
through inexpensive reproduction 
of their own work. 

While teachers and pupils 
crowder around to see the print- 
ing, Laszlo, wearing a smeared 
smock, turned out engravings of 
his own work on flat plastic and 
metal plates, and wood and lino- 
leum blocks. 

Among the teachers was Loyd 
Haberly, assistant professor of 
English at Washington University, 
whose hand-printed books + have 
been selected by the First Editions 
Club of London as being among 
the finest 50 books of the last 
century. He commented on the 
for placing blocks of various 
sizes, 

“That arrangement is new and 
ingenious,” he said. “The device 
for achieving clear effects in off- 
set multichrome printing is simple 
but amazingly clever.” 

Laszlo’s etchings and oil por- 
traits and landscapes have been 
exhibited at New York galleries, 
the Carnegie Institute, Pittsburgh, 
and in a one-man show at the 
Brool .yn Museum. He has been 
experimenting with the manufac- 
ture of hand presses for 20 years, 
he said. 

Yesterday’s convention sessions 
included talks by St. Louis busi- 
ness and professional men, and 
demonstrations by city and county 
school children of new methods 
and techniques in applied arts, 
including a style show in which 
students modeled clothes they 
made.

The canvass is. continuing and 
additional lists will be sent to the 
assessor as vacancies are discov- 
ered. The latest vacancies were 
found in the wést section of the 
city, the Mayor said. They in- 
cluded 16 vacant flats, four apart- 
ments and seven residences. 

In referring the buildings to the 
assessor the Mayor said: “I have 
reason to believe that many of the 
vacancies reported are being with- 
held from the rental market in 
an effort to gouge distressed fam- 
ilies out of their savings and force 
real estate prices higher.” 

He directed the assessor to de- 
termine the asking price for these 
properties and to make the assess- 
ments conform. 

“That any vacancies should ex- 
ist in face of the acute housing 
shortage confronting our citizens, 
particularly the men and women 
who fought World War II, is dis- 
maying and appalling,” the Mayor 
said. He asserted that the with- 
drawal of rental units from the 
market at this time was an indi- 
cation of an attempt to profiteer. 


CIO UNION ASKS PRESIDENT 
TO ACT ON RED GROSS CASE 


The CIO United Office and Pro- 
fessional Workers’ Union today 
appealed to President Truman, as 
national president of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, to intervene in the 
case involving anti-union charges 
against the St. Louis Chapter of 
the Red Cross. 

“In view of the fact that Red 
Cross officials in St. Louis and 
nationally seem more concerned 
in exonerating themselves than in 
investigating the facts and restor- 
ing public confidence in the St.

WRITER OF LETTERS BOTHERING 
TRUMAN ARRESTED IN CHICAGO 


CHICAGO, April 6 (UP)—Police 
and secret service agents went 
into the crowd awaiting the ar- 
rival of President Truman at the 
Union Station today and took into 
custody a native of Germany 
whom they claimed had been writ- 
ing “bothering” letters to the 
President. 

Deputy Chief of Police Ray 
Crane identified the man as Curt 
H. Apel, 53 years old. Apel was 
carrying a brown package, which 
police found contained only a dirty 
shirt, 

Secret service agents, carrying 
photographs of the man, accom- 
panied Chicago police in a search 
of the crowd of 2000 persons 
awaiting the President’s arrival 
for his Army day speech. Harry 
Anheier, chief of secret service, 
said they had information that 
Apel had been writing letters to 
the President “bothering and 
threatening” him. 

Apel refused to make a state- 
ment.

for existing, or anticipated, neigh- 
borhood areas, 
Costs Put at $11,022,500. 

Cost of the parkway system, the 
parks and recreation fields was 
estimated by the commission at 
$11,022,500, of which $4,650,000 
would be the cost of the park- 
ways. Such an extensive pro- 
gram presumably would necessi- 
tate a bond issue. 

The comprehensive airport pro- 
gram for the county, which would 
add 12 new fields to those already 
existing or previously proposed, 
was discussed by representatives 
of both private and commercial 
aviation. There were no additions 
to major airports—the present'mu- 
nicipal airport at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, or the proposed field 
in the Columbia Bottoms. 

Four minor fields of about 300 
acres each were recommended for 
lesser commercial flights, private 
flying and pilot training. These 
would include the present Kratz 
Field on St. Charles Rock road, a 
former Navy training field at 
Ellisville on Manchester road, and 
one of three existing fields near 
the Meramec river. The fourth 
site is left open. 

For congested area fields, the 
commission recommended only 
one, in Clayton. This would be a 
six-block area west of Shaw Park 
purchased some time ago for a 
shuttle airport but now used as 
the site of temporary housing for 
veterans. 

Eleven fields of 120 acres each, 
to be devoted entirely to small, 
privately owned planes, were rec- 
ommended, with sites assigned for 
eight of them. Based on studies 
by federal agencies, the commis- 
sion estimates that within four 
years there will be 7500 owners of 
small planes in the St. Louis area. 

Field for Private Flying. 

Dr. Sam Bassett, former Navy 
surgeon, told the commission that 
the Sky Vets Squadron of the 
Aviation. Post, American Legion, 
had obtained the small airport 
near Creve Coeur Lake for private 
flying. He explained that some 
commercial facilities were neces- 
sary for income purposes. He was 
informed that minor commercial 
installations would be permissable. 

Lester Caplan, a distributor of 
aircraft products, stated that the 
airports should be developed at 


agencies. He 
shortsighted the proposed limita- | 
tions on the use of private flying 
fields, observing that use normal- 
ly was limited by the size of the 
field. The suggestions were ac- 
cepted by the commission for con- 
sideration. 

All proposals of the commission 
covering unincorporated areas of 
the county are subject to adoption 
by the county court to become ef- 
fective.

A Veteran’s Rejoinder 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

(The writer of the following letter 
was a leader and the spokesmen of the 
veterans who marched into the Gerald

Editor’s note.) | 

Perhaps you will be gracious enough 
to print these few words on behalf of 
the veterans “who invaded Kiel Audi- 
torium”—an action which you editori- 
ally characterized as “intolerable” un- 
der the caption, “Freedom for the 
Thought We Hate.” 

You would be on solid ground if it 
were true that the issue involved were 
purely one of free speech. We emphat- 
ically deny that this is the case. You 
yourself admit as much when you char- 
acterize Gerald L. K,. Smith as a “Fas- 
cist, a rabble-rouser, a race hater, an 
evil figure.” 

If there is a political, moral and so- 
cial justification for the Nuernberg 
trials and the de-Nazification of Ger- 
many, there are also such political and 
moral grounds for action against the 
American Fascists here at home. The 
veterans did not give the best years of 
theie lives to rid Europe of Fascists 
while s.milar Fascists are permitted to 
eat at the vitals of democracy here at 
home. 

You may argue superficially that the 
citizen has ro rights or duties in this 
matter. This we deny. Just because 
constituted authority fails to protect 
society from those who spread the poi- 
son of Fascism, we citizens are not ex- 
cused from our responsibility and the 
need to combat the menace of bigotry. 
Liberty and vigilance go hand in hand. 

As a matter of fact, our Constitution 
does not deprive the citizen of all police 
power. Every citizen has the authority 
and the duty to apprehend a criminal 
in ‘the act of his criminality. He has 
the further duty to seek to dissuade fel- 
low-citizens from embarking upon a 
path that leads to criminality. 

The veterans’ action in Kiel Audito- 
rium was such a collective, orderly and 
emphatic effort to dissuade other St. 
Louisans from becoming the dupes of 
an American Hitler whose aim is to 
substitute hatred and demagoguery for 
political sanity, as a means of under- 
mining our democratic process. 

That the action of the veterans was 
dramatic and militant is no just reason 
for the characterization “intolerable.” 
Is it the policy of the liberal Post- 
Dispatch to sit back until one day Ger- 
ald L. K. Smith, at the head of storm 
troops, issues the order for its sup- 
pression? 

We believe the antidote to Gerald L. 
K. Smith is mass, militant democratic 
action of all truly patriotic, truly Chris- 
tian people. We object to a_ policy 
whereby the Fascists are enabled to 
gain a following because we are lacking 
in vigilance and the determination to 
mobilize the céunter-forces of democ- 
racy. 

We do not support the right of any 
person to spread, in speech or writing, 
the poison of race and religious hatred. 
To do that would be to invite and en- 
courage acts of Fascist criminality—the 
very type of criminality that set Europe 
ablaze and brought our country into a 
horrible war. We do not care for our 
years of wartime sacrifice to have been 
in vain. RAYMOND KOCH.

Mr. Welles’s Vindication 


One of the major triumphs of Sumner Welles, 
in his brilliant career as Under Secretary of 
State, was to translate the Good Neighbor policy 
in the Western Hemisphere from a phrase into 
an actuality. With skill, delicacy and patience, 
he was able to convince most of the republics 
in the southern half of the hemisphere that our 
intentions toward them were good and that we 
could all live together in mutual dignity, con- 
fidence and amity. 

To do this, he had to overcome an almost 
pathological fear of the United States as the 
“Colossus of the North.” He had to overcome 
the rancor engendered by generations of dollar 
diplomacy, in which the United States Govern- 
ment served the interests of private exploiters. 
He had to obliterate or soften the memory of 
armed attacks upon Mexico, the Marines’ occu- 
pation of Nicaragua and many other incidents 
which burned in Latin-American hearts. 

It is strange, then, that Sumner Welles, for 
the last two years, has been a voice crying in 
the wilderness over the errors the State De- 
partment has made in its attitude toward Ar- 
gentina. He has consistently argued that State 
Department policy has been wrong and he has 
been consistently ignored. In fairness, it should 
be said that what puzzled a good many of us is 
that Argentina has been a nest of European 
Nazism and Fascism and has been itself a mili- 
tary dictatorship. That seemed ample justifi- 
cation for the State Department policy of in- 
terference. 

Mr. Welles, however, has been just as keenly 
aware of the Axis sympathies of Argentine lead- 
ers as the State Department, and likes them as 
little. His argument has been that the way to 
extirpate Nazi and Fascist influence in the South 
American republic is not to attempt to interfere 
from outside, but to encourage the people of 
the Argentine to clean house themselves and 
in their own way. ' 

It was his contention that our objective would 
be defeated if we engaged in unilateral action, 
outside the framework of the Good Neighbor 
policy, to bully or intimidate the Argentine; that 
such a course would intensify the nationalist 
spirit of the people and draw even liberal Ar- 
gentinians to the defense of their country’s in- 
tegrity, even to the point of supporting candi- 
dates and policies they detest. 

Mr. Welles’s position has now been borne out. 
In commenting on the election of Fascist Col. 
Juan Peron to the presidency in an election con- 
ceded to have been fair and free from fraud 
and coercion, Mr. Welles is justified in saying: 

For over two years I have warned that the 
policy of the Department of State would 
arouse popular support for the military lead- 
ers, would weaken the liberal and demo- 
cratic forces, would create antagonism to- 
ward the United States among all classes 
of the Argentine people, and would rapidly 
disrupt, because of the fears and suspicions 

it would raise, the solidarity of the Ameri- 

can republics. That is precisely what has 

now occurred. 

No doubt the clinching factor in Peron’s favor 
was the publication by the State Department of 
its Blue Book two weeks before the election, in 
an obvious effort to influence the result. The 
Blue Book was an indictment of the Argentine 
Government for its pro-Nazi activities. How- 
ever true the indictment might be, its publica- 
tion, just before election, was regarded as an 
insult “to the nation’s sovereignty by every Ar- 
gentinian.” 

In answer to those who urge that the State 
Department has acted on high principle, Mr. 
Welles retorts that State Department policy has 
deliberately violated principles to which this 
Government is solemnly pledged, namely, the 


- third article of the Atlantic Charter, which 


pledges respect for the right of all peoples to 
choose the form of government under which 
they will live; also, the letter and spirit of basic 
inter-American agreements entered into since 
1936 pledging non-interference with domestic 
affairs. 

It should be made clear that a sharp distinc- 
tion must be drawn between Franco Spain, which 
came into being as a direct result of Nazi and 
Fascist intervention, and the Argentine. If the 
United States bases its case against the Argen- 
tine on the ground that it harbored enemy ele- 
ments, the same case can be made against a 
good many other countries we consider friendly, 
including Portugal and Switzerland. 

But Mr. Welles’s contention is that, if we had 
lived up to our agreements with the Argentine 
and if we had adhered stanchly to the Gaod 
Neighbor policy, the people of the Argentine 
themselves might have ousted Col. Peron and 
his totalitarian ideas instead of, as has now 
happened, electing him by a substantial margin. 
Not only has the State Department failed to 
bring about a democratic regime in the Argen- 
tine, but it has done incalculable harm to the 
inter-American system and to the whole fabric 
of the Good Neighbor policy. Once again we 
are being regarded in the countries of the South- 
ern Hemisphere as the “Colossus of the North.” 
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Another Step Toward 1920 


Senator Pepper conceded his minimum-wage 
bill is dead, because the Senate tied its passage 
to a greedy and ruinous 33 per cent increase in 
farm commodity parity prices, which President 
Truman has rightly promised to veto. 

On humanitarian and hard-headed grounds 
alike, the Senate’s act is bad. At present living 
costs, it is scandalous that any full-time adult 
worker should receive only the $16 a week pro- 
vided by the present law. Furthermore, it is 
poor economy for a rich nation to let any 
worker be paid less than the requirements of 
self-maintenance. In effect, the Senate has voted 
for slums and disease and crime, and for the 
necessity of bigger subsidies and health services 
and police forces to cope with them. 

It is strangely improvident, too, to force the 
rejection of a good measure which would also 
have tended to bring a little larger share of 
the national income to the poor. Today’s catch- 
ing-up boom will not last forever. At the end, 
unless preventive steps are first taken, excessive 
inequality of income will lead again to over- 
saving by the well-to-do and under-consumption 
by the poor. The outcome is depression—same 
cause as in 1929, same effect. 

Nor will thé food deficit last forever. It is 
ironic that a bad measure to pour more bounty 
on farmers in this time of abounding farm pros- 
perity should be used to kill a good measure 
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which would put money in their pockets in days 
to come when they really need it. Every student 
seems to know that the greatest hope of agricul- 
ture is greater buying power among the urban 
masses. Yet the farm lobby’s willing senatorial 
servants attached a condition so intolerable that 
the lowest-wage workers must still go on under- 
buying. 

Thus does the Congress take the country an- 
other step toward “normalcy.” Thus, more and 
more, are the conditions of the Harding reaction 
approached. 
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Wrong Way to Fight Fascism 

In the letter column today, we print a typical 
letter from the expressions received in protest 
against this newspaper’s condemnation of the 
veterans who tried to break up the Gerald L. K. 
Smith meeting. It is hardly necessary to say 
that we share in the revulsion toward Smith 
that these veterans felt, and that we also have 
a very low opinion of the kind of people who 
would follow him. We cannot recede, however, 
from the contention that the veterans who tried 
to break up his meeting did a very wrong and 
very foolish thing. 

The thing these writers overlook is that the 
right of free speech is not sacred merely because 
it is in our revolutionary tradition. It is sacred 
because it is so profoundly shrewd. Let a Gerald 
L. K. Smith abuse it if he will, but the publica- 
tion of the abuse is its own corrective. He may 
gain a few followers, but at the same time he 
will fill a very much greater number of Amer- 
icans with a resolution that he and his parti- 
sans shall not gain power in this nation. Hence 
it is far, far better that the Smiths vent their 
ugliness in public meeting than that they form 
secret societies which the rest of us know 
nothing about. 

To be sure, Hitler abused the right of free 
speech and came to power in Germany. How- 
ever, this is not Germany. Our traditions are 
not Germany’s. We are accustomed to fighting 
for our freedom through the press, in public 
meeting, at the ballot box, which Germans are 
not, If there is danger that the crackpot Smiths 
will rise to dominant power through the abuse 
of freedom, then the rest of us have lost our 
native spirit anyhow, and it is only a question 
of how long it will take for some dictator to 
pick up the pieces. 

Certainly the danger of Fascism coming to 
power—what danger there is—is heightened by 
any attempt to suppress its spokesmen. For 
that makes martyrs of them. It makes gullible 
persons among us wonder whether force, the 
very thing advocated by Smith, is not already 
the real rule in America. 

Equally unfortunate, it tends to identify the 
users of force against Smith’s meeting with the 
small faction of American Marxists. And it is 
particularly unfortunate that an otherwise in- 
telligent and progressive veterans’ organization 
should thus bring itself into discredit. 

Desirable though the end of destroying Smith’s 
influence is, breaking up his meetings will not 
advance that end. Nor does the end justify such 
means. The veterans’ sortie was, in essence, 
a totalitarian device. 
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A Cheese-Paring Process 

Members of the House Military Committee are 
tripping a light fantastic with the draft exten- 
sion issue, but now they are tripping lightly, 
whereas a few weeks ago their performance was 
just fantastic. For a time, some Congressmen 
talked of a six weeks’ extension of Selective 
Service, which would amount to no extension. 
Then this group backed down. It now appears 
that the committee will approve a nine or 10 
months’ continuance. 

The same efforts at month-by-month cheese- 
paring have affected hearings on extension of 
price control. Yet such obstructionism has 
grown half-hearted, probably because the Con- 
gressmen know there’s a limit to public endur- 
ance. The Army still holds out for a one-year 
addition to the draft. Since that is rock bottom 
for our military responsibilities as a world 
power, why don’t the Congressmen stop caviling? 
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Railway Wages and Prices 


In every important case since then (1941) 
in which the railway unions were not satis- 
fied with emergency board recommendations, 
they refused to accept them and made use 
©” their political power to obtain more favor- 
able terms, This indicates that the Rail- 
way Labor Act is sutcessful in maintaining 
peace only when the unions secure a settle- 
ment satisfactory to them. Otherwise, they 
resort to more direct political action to at- 
tain better terms.—Herbert R. Northrup, 
New York University professor, at 1946 
American Economic Association meeting. 

Mr. Northrup is correct. He refers to two 
occasions when the ,White House raised awards 
arrived at under Railway Labor Act emergency 
boards. A similar intervention may be in the 


cards again for the railway wage disputes today. 


Most of the brotherhoods are momentarily 
bound to a 16-cent voluntary-arbitration award. 
They are threatening, however, to contest it after 
30 days. Thereupon, they would presumably 
throw the question to emergency board pro- 
cedure, leaving it to Mr. Truman if that failed 
to satisfy them. In that eventuality, Mr. Tru- 
man would be stuck with his own 1814-cent “pat- 
tern”—if, of course, John L. Lewis has not 
meanwhile sold him a fancier patterni 


Whatever wage level finally emerges, it is 
clear that the railroads will all soon seek com- 
pensatory rate increases, and a safe guess that 
the ICC will grant much of what they ask. Per- 
haps it should. We do wish, however, that the 
ICC would first make the roads eliminate some 
of their glaring wastefulness, 


To name only one example, they are allowed 
to charge direct-line freight rates over circuitous 
routes sometimes twice as long as the direct 
routes. By bringing circuity alone down to rea- 
sonable proportions, the carriers could save 
millions of dollars a year. And there are plenty 
of similar items which could be pared deep with- 
out even touching the featherbed privileges of 
operating labor, which should go, too. 


With competition by motor and even air 


freight growing ever harder, one would think 


the railroads would voluntarily fight waste. 
However, they have never done it very diligently 
before, and it will be a great wonder if the too- 
complaisant ICC makes them do it now. 
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—From the Philadelphia Record. 


What of Our Wildlife Resources? 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Chief weakness in wildlife conservation derives from inadequate 
work by states, Misspuri official says; 12 states rank less than 25 
per cent efficient; says temporary truce between Army Engineers 
and Reclamation Service is unlikely to provide much Federal help. 


From an Address by E. Sydney Stephens, Chairman, Missouri Conservation 
Commission, at the North American Wildlife Conference 


What is the current status of our nat- 
ural resources—our game—our fish—our 
forests? Have they increased or have they 
diminished? 


There have been gains here and there. 
Most conspicuous is the restoration of mi- 
gratory waterfowl—a very definite im- 
provement despite the disappearance of 
20,000,000 or 30,000,000 ducks. Occasional 
improvements in game and fish in this or 
that quarter have occurred, but I do not 
know of a single hunter's or fisherman’s 
paradise anywhere in America, 


There are ugly spots in the wildlife pic- 
ture. We still read and hear about exploi- 
tation, commercialization, game hogs and 
violators, and we all know that they exist 
despite education and law enforcement. 
Too many hunters and fishermen regard 
bag and creel limits as goals to be at- 
tained rather than deadlines beyond which 
they may not go, 


Stake in Soil Conservation 


I am assuming that you all appreciate 
the vital importance to society and to wild- 
life of soil conservation and of its major 
objective—the prevention of soil erosion. 
Wildlife’s biggest stake is in soil conserva- 
tion. By taking away the food and cover 
of game and by silting the streams, erosion 
has destroyed more game and fish than 
all the shooting, trapping, casting, dynamit- 
ing and gigging combined. 


Wildlife has a big stake in dams—~ 
whether designed for flood control, navi- 
gation, irrigation or electric power, and 
regardless of whether they are built under 
the jurisdiction of the Army Engineers, the 
Reclamation Service or valley authorities, 


In no instance with which I am ac- 
quainted have the wildlife interests been 
given more than mere passing cdnsidera- 
tion. The Army Engineers say that natural 
resources deserve attention; that soil con- 
servation is an important activity—but not 
for them, 


The temporary truce which has been es- 
tablished between the conflicting agencies 
is not likely to result in the solution of 
land and water problems. As presently 
conceived, it ig certain that wildlife will 
suffer at the hands of these projects. 


New Benefits for Wildlife 


The function of conserving our natural 
renewable resources, and protecting them 
from damage and exploitation, is per- 
formed by organizations and agencies, na- 
tional and state. Of organizations we have 
a plenty, all directed at a common goal. 
Perhaps we have too many! 


What have all of these groups and agen- 
cies accomplished during the decade just 
ended? In the national field, outstanding 
progress was made by the passage of the 
Pittman-Robertson Federal Aid to Wild- 
life Act, by the fabulous recovery of mi- 
gratory waterfowl and by the projection 
throughout the nation of soil conservation. 
The activities of the Soil Conservation 
Service during the past decade have con- 
stituted one of the outstanding benefits to 
the well-being of all of the people as well 
as to wildlife. 


These concrete examples of conservation 
progress are gratifying, but they are not 


the most significant. Of far greater {m- 
portance and value has been the progress 
in basic thinking. The fundamental con- 
cept that “all land and all products of the 
land must be considered in building a bal- 
anced civilization” represents the longest 
step forward that we have taken. 


The sad fact, however, is that that con- 
ception has not reached far enough. While 
the Federal agencies are attempting to 
practice it, too many state agencies are 
not, and too many people, rural and urban, 
don’t yet know anything about it. Some- 
body ought to tell them. 


Inadequate Aid From States 


We are not concerned here as to who is 
to blame, but rather where the weakness 
lies. It Mes principally with state admin- 
istration. Since upland game management 
and inland fishertes are the responsibilities 
of the several state departments, let's look 
at that picture. 


Here’s how the states rate on the basis 
of their own statements: Twenty-five are 
lacking in adequate legal authority to ad- 
minister wildlife resources or to regulate 
their use. Sixteen states employ no trained 
technicians whatever. Twenty-one carry 
on no co-operation with any group or in- 
dividual. Fourteen make no effort what- 
ever in the field of education. Practically 
one-half of the states do not carry on re- 
search of any kind. 


By these standards, 12 states are less 
than 25 per cent efficient, and 30 rank be- 
low 50 per cent. Only five have a “pass- 
ing” grade of 60 or better. The 12 states 
which rank less than 25 per cent efficient 
collect from sportsmen and expend $2,345,- 
100 annually. Since they are so pitifully 
deficient, the money which they expend is 
wasted. They should be painlessly but 
promptly put to death. The next 18 might 
be given a stay of execution on their prom- 
ise to reform, 


Not a Hopeless Proposition 


What are we to do about it? There are 
a lot of people interested in more wildlife 
and better living. They can be expected 
to do something once they are aroused, 


The greatest opportunity at the moment 
for such an arousal lies in the lap of the 
outdoor writers of America. The 600 mem- 
bers of that group, located throughout the 
country, can write a lot of copy that will 
be read by a lot of people and which will 
do a whole lot of good. If the outdoor 
writers learn what conservation is and 
what it takes to fill creels and bags, they 
can do more right now than any other 
group or agency. 


The conservation picture is not alto- 
gether pretty; indeed, it’s mostly ugly. But 
the case is not hopeless. It can be cured. 
That has been sufficiently proved. What 
we need is leadership.

Russo-American Amity 


Viewed as Vital to World 


“World Politics Faces Economies,” by Harold D, 

Lasswell. (McGraw-Hill Co., New York.) 

The conclusions of this small book are 
that Russia and the United States together 
will in the future “sway the destinies of all 
the globe”; that the two countries, whose 
ultimate ideals are the same though their 
political and economic methods are opposed, 
can work together for the good of humanity 
and each other, and that by stabilizing our 
economy at home and strengthening bal- 
anced economies abroad, “we can defer, 
and perhaps avoid, a final clash.” 

These conclusions, and the logic behind 
them, with one exception, are by now com- 
monplace. Since they are most generally 
accepted in hope rather than in confidence 
~—notice Mr. Lasswell’s dubious “defer, and 
perhaps avoid”—it is good to have them re- 
peated in a book sponsored by the Commit- 
tee for Economic Development, organized 
by “a group of business leaders,” even 
though that committee saw fit to state 
seven times in 16 pages that publication 
does not constitute indorsement of the au- 
thor’s opinion. 


* + 

The one exception is Interesting. By bal- 
anced economies, Mr. Lasswell means na- 
tions whose common people are prosperous 
and secure and have ah effective voice in 
their government, Without quibbling over 
whether Russia or the United States fur- 
nishes the best model for such societies, we 
can call them democratic. What Mr. Lass- 
well suggests, then, is that we can best 
keep Russia pacifically minded, best “de- 
fer, and perhaps avoid” a final clash, by 
fostering and supporting political and eco- 
nomic democracies, particularly in the 
countries bordering on Russia. 

Where the common people are exploited 
and enslaved, he reasons, they will be rest- 
ive. Their masters and governors, fearing 
revolution, will fear Russian aid to the rev- 
olutionaries and so will seek support against 
her from the United States. This will arouse 
Russian fear and a resultant active an- 
tagonism. With a contented people and an 
effective democratic government, there 
would be no fear of revolution and no fear 
of Russian aid, Hence no struggle for 
closer ties with us, hence no Russian fear 
or antagonism, hence no World War IIL 

* . * 

Mr. Lasswell does not consider the effect 
on the nations which will be forced from 
their historic positions by the new Russo- 
American dominance. He includes India 
in the list of countries bordering Russia in 
which we must foster democracy, but neg- 
lects the fact that India is England’s colony. 
In fact, one suspects that the problems of 
England and other past world powers are 
conscientiously avoided. 

At present, most of the points of political 
conflict lie between England and Russia; 
of economic conflict between England and 
the United States. Between Russia and 
the United States there are, of major im- 
portance, only ideological differences, and 
those, as Mr, Lasswell persuasively shows, 
are not so great as the people of both 
countries have been led to believe.

Glimpse Into the = 


Now that the Iranian \crisis_has. 
been safely weathered, it is appar- 
ent that the very fact that this 
first test came over a weak and 
primitive country may even have 
been an advantage. We can cher- 
ish no iilusions that, with a tech- 
nical victory, the future of Iran 
as a sovereign state is forever 
solved. 

To believe that the Soviet Union 
will abandon its objective is to 
fail by a wide margin to under- 
stand the Soviet Union. A Reu- 
ters dispatch from Tehran in the 
New York Post indicates that one 
demand in the course of the pres- 
ent Russian-Iranian negotiations 
is for 50 “pro-Russian” deputies 
to sit in the next Iranian Parlia- 
ment. 

If that is true, you can readily 
see how things would move along 
such a course. On some not too 
distant day, there would be a ma- 
jority of “pro-Russian” delegates 
in the Iranian Parliament.

But: the 
fiction that the sovereignty of 
Iran equals the sovereignty of the 
U.S.A. or the U.S.S.R. is a fable 
out of a past that has utterly dis- 
appeared. 

Even within the framework of 
sovereignty, however, there is a 
way out, Sovereign Iran could in- 
vite the three powers to form such 
a guardianship. Sovereign Iran 
had better move quickly or that 
last transparent veil of sover- 
eignty will be rudely jerked away. 

Is the Millspaugh proposal 
merely a piece of quixotic ideal- 
ism? One answer is that Russia 
would never join in such a move, 
since Russia has so far declined 
to join in any of the constructive, 
creative features of the UN 

That might prove to be true. 
Nevertheless, it is not enough of 
an answer, If Iran were to make 
such a request and Britain and 
this country were to agree, it 
would be a lot harder for the 
Soviet Union to say “no.” To say 
“no” would be a confession that 
Russia had other intentions. 

Now that a technical victory has 
been won here in the United 
Nations forum, the only hope lies 
in some such move.

About His Conscience. 


Sir David Maxwell Fyfe, British 
prosecutor, took over the cross- 
xamination. He read a letter

“What were the worst matters 
in which you acted against the 
inner voice of your conscience?” 
Fyfe asked. 

“The ones which were against 
my ,basic training as a German 
officer.” 

“What were the worst things 
you had to do?” 

Keitel said they were the orders 
for warfare in the east contrary 
to the rules of war and the killing 
of Allied airmen. ‘ 

He answered yes when asked if 
he didn’t think an order for capi- 
tal punishment as the only effec- 
tive means against sabotage was 
“cruel and brutal.” He added 
that an order to that effect was 
prefaced by the words, “At the 
wish of the Fuehrer.” 

Keitel admitted that even this 
order did not bring about the de- 
sired results, and in 1944 he had 
to make it even more severe. 

Fyfe quoted from an order for 
the seizure of civilians, including 
women, in resistance areas, and 
pointed out that it provided that 
the chief of the high command 
could make alterations and addi- 
tions as necessary. 

“Did you attempt to mitigate 
the order in any way’” Fyfe 
asked. 3 

“I have no recollection of any 
mitigating orders,” Keitel replied. 

“You knew what would happen 
to anyone turned over to the se- 
cret police as this order provided 
—they would be killed or sent to 
a concentration camp.” 

“Probably Meant the End.” 

“From what I have learned 
here, it is apparent that the con- 
centration camp probably meant

“You consider that cruel,” com- 
mented Fyfe, “but it was only se- 
vere enough for you for three 
weeks. Then you issued another 
order providing for the turning 
over to the §S.D. (a branch of 
the S.S.) 24,000 civilians who had 
been convicted of - committing 
crimes against the Reich—acts far 
less than terror and sabotage.”

campment and death, Didn’t you 
know that”? 

“Very probably the end was the 
concentration camp,” Keitel ad- 
mitted, 

“Now, said Fyfe, “let's consider 
what you ordered on people who 
simply refused to work.” 

He read Keitel’s request for al- 
teration in a decree in order to 
permit troops to use arms against 
railwaymen who refused to work. 

“That was a cruel méasure, 
yes,” admitted Keitel. 

“As to the Fueher’s order to 
shoot Commandos,” said Fyfe, 
“did you approve that order”? 

“According to my inner convic- 
tions I did not consider it right,” 
Keitel said. “But after it was 
given I no longer contradicted, re- 
sisted or worked against it in any 
way.” 

Questioned on Execution. 


Fyfe cited the case of Robert 
Paul Evans, 20 years old, of Lon- 
don, who was captured on the 
Swedish border after a two-man 
submarine attempt to torpedo the 
German battleship Tirpitz at 
Trondheim in 1942. He quoted 
from a German report which said 
that Evans was shot, although a 
violation of international law 
could not be proved. 

“What in the name of all mili- 
tary tradition had that boy done 
wrong?” Fyfe demanded. 

“This was an attack against a 
weapon of war—this was sabo- 
tage,” Keitel answered in confu- 
sion. 

“What was wrong with a young 
sailor taking a torpedo up to a 
battleship?” 

“No more wrong than an attack 
with an aerial bomb,” Keitel ad- 
mitted. “I see that.” | 

“You were a field marshal, and 
how could you tolerate all these 
men being murdered, one after 
one?” 

“I have already explained that, 
and cannot alter my explanation.” 

“In the German military code 
there is no obligation for an of- 
ficer to obey an order he knows 
is wrong.”

Only Those Eligible Prior 
to May 15 Would Be 
Drafted—House Group 
Puts Off Vote. 


WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP)— 
The House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee surprised the Army today 
with this. painless formula for 
continuing the draft—extend the 
law another year but bar induc- 
tion of anyone becoming @jigible 
during that period, 

The no-induction measure was 
offered by Representative Har- 
ness (Rep.), Indiana, yesterday as 
a substitute for an Army-backed 
bill calling for continuing the 
draft under existing conditions for 
a year beyond its May 15 expira- 
tion date, but with length of serv- 
ice limited to 18 months. 

The Harness proposal, as 
amended, would require continued 
registrations under the Selective 
Service Act, but would limit in- 
ductions after May 15 exclusively 
to those who became eligible for 
service prior to that date, such 
as deferred students and others. 

Committee members opposing 
the draft promptly lined up be- 
hind this formula and only a par- 
liamentary situation prevented it 
coming to a vote at the session. 

The committee put off a deci- 
sion until Tuesday, and opponents 
of the Harness plan remarked it 
was just as well, for they feared 
they lacked the votes to block 
it yesterday. 

There was little objection in the 
committee to a proposal limiting 
service of inductees to 18 months 
and requiring their release on 
completion of that period of duty, 
regardless of when they were 
drafted. 

To further complicate matters, 
the committee voted, 10 to 9, 
against increasing the draft age 
minimum from 18 to 20 years, 
and barred the induction of 
fathers and farmers. 

Harness acknowledged to re- 
porters that the purpose of his 
proposal was to stop inductions 
when the present law expires.

EMERGENCY FOOD PARLEY 
URGES SPECIAL MEASURES 
AGAINST BLACK MARKETS 


LONDON, April 6 (AP). 

HE delegates of 17 Euro- 
Tpean countries, attending 

the emergency food confer- 
ence here, yesterday recom- 
mended united action to con- 
serve dwindling wheat supplies. 
They agreed to ask their gov- 
ernments to adopt immediate 
“special measures” to combat 
black markets, to ration feed- 
ing of grain to livestock and 
to press farmers for deliveries. 

The delegates called on their 
own people for all possible re- 
ductions in food consumption 
and urged food exporting coun- 
tries to contribute additional 
amounts of fertilizer, farm ma- 
chinery, seeds and consumer 
goods to stimulate food produc- 
tion by continental farmers. 

The conference adopted a 
resolution recommending a 
standard extraction rate in 
milling wheat at not less than 
85 per cent and pledged efforts 
to increase the rate to 90 per 
cent. The measure would make 
present European bread still 
darker. 

Herbert Hoover, who ad- 
dressed the delegates, will visit 
India on his food fact-finding 
tour, it was disclosed. He ar- 
rived in Brussels today.

Earlier in the day a report that 
Truman planned to ask Congress 
soon to authorize this country’s 
acceptance of the court’s compul- 
sory jurisdiction was described by 
his press secretary, Charles G. 
Ross, as “news” to the President. 
The report was published by the 
New York Times. 

“That has not come up to the 
President,” Ross told reporters. “It 
was news to him. If it is being 
dealt with at all, and I don’t know 
whether it is or not, it’s on a lower 
level still.” 

Under the “compulsory jurisdic- 
tion” proposals, the United States 
and other nations would enable the 
international court to take juris- 
diction automatically on certain 
questions. These include interpre- 
tations of treaties, questions of in- 
ternational law, charges of treaty- 
breaking, and _ reparations for 
breach of treaty. 

Byrnes’s statement of his and 
the President’s position was made 
in a letter Feb. 23 to Raymond 
Swing, radio commentator. The 
department made public the letter 
yesterday in a statement which re- 
viewed resolutions on the subject 
falready pending in Congress. 

Statement on Attitude. 

The full statement follows: 

“In response to various inquiries 
it has received during recent 
months, the Department of State 
has stated that it favors the pro- 
posal that the United States should 
accept the compulsory jurisdiction 
of the International Court of Jus- 
tice under article 36 of the statute 
of the court. It is the understand- 
ing of the department that the 
President likewise favors such ac- 
tion. 

“There are now pending before 
the Congress Senate resolution 196 
under which the Senate would ad- 
vise and consent to the acceptance 
by the Presfdent of the compul- 
sory jurisdiction of the court, and 
House joint resolution 295 provid- 
ing for authorization by the Con- 
gress to the President to take 
similar action, Hearings have not 
been held on either of these bills 
and they are pending in the re- 
spective houses. The department 
is of the opinion that both of these 
resolutions are properly drafted so 
far as concerns the legal require- 
ments under the statutes of the 
court. However, the question of 
whether the filing of the declara- 
tion should be authorized by the 
Congress or consent to by the 
Senate under the treaty power is 
a matter on which the department 
does not express an opinion. This 
question was debated when the 
charter was before the Senate last 
July. 

Letter to Raymond Swing. 

“The department naturally wel- 
comes the support of organiza- 
tions such as the Association of 
the Bar of the City of New York, 
The following is a letter from 
Secretary Byrnes to Mr. Raymond 
Swing dated Feb. 23, 1946; 

“Dear Mr. Swing: — 

“‘Replying to your letter, the 
State Department has recently 
stated, in response to an inquiry 
similar to yours, that we favor 
the proposal that the United States 
should accept the jurisdiction of 
the International Court of Jystice 
under article 36 of the statute of 
the court. 

“‘T have read the copy of your 
letter to the President. He favors 
acceptance of the compulsory jur- 
isdiction of the court. I think it 
would be helpful if he advised Con- 
gress of his views and asked for 
action, but I think he should care- 
fully consider. whether he will 
urge the procedure to be followed 
by Congress. 

“*‘Members of the Senate have 
strong convictions as to whether 
a proposal must be ratified by a 
two thirds vote of the Senate or 
can be approved by action of the 
two houses. My recollection is this 
very question was debated when 
the charter was before the Sen- 
ate. More than a dozen Senators 
sponsor the Morse proposal. 

“‘T believe the President would 
inquire in order to make certain 
that the proposal is decided upon 
its merits and not permit its merits 
to be overlooked in a procedural 
controversy. By consultation with 
the Foreign Relations Committee 
he should be able to ascertain the 
best course to pursue,

"Russia and Atomic Control 
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The British government has for- 
mally requested the United States 
to take the lead in proposing a 
solution. No one in the Admin- 
istration thinks that a reasonable 
and generous plan put forward 
by this country will be rejected 
by any other nation, except the 
Soviet Union and its satellites. 
As to the intentions of the 
Soviet Union, however, only one 
fragment of accidental evidence 
is now available. At the State 
dinner during the Moscow con- 
ference, Soviet Foreign Minister 
Molotov chose to speak on atomic 
energy.. He chose, moreover, to: 
treat the subject with tremend- 
ously heavy-handed humor, mak- 
ing a special butt of President 
Conant of Harvard, who was pres- 
ent as Secretary of State Byrnes'’s 
technical adviser. Something has 
already leaked out about Molotov’s 
elephantine flights, such as his 
suggestion that Conant carried a 
“little bomb in his pocket,” but 
he had not got far, when he was 
sharply halted by Generalissimo 
Stalin. 
No Laughing Matter. 

Rising abruptly, Stalin re- 
marked grimly that he was com- 
pelled to interrupt his friend Mol- 
otov because atomic energy was 
no laughing matter. He then 
made a serious and hopeful speech 
on the subject, dwelling especially 
on the peacetime uses of nuclear 
fission. 

Finally, when the dinner ended, 
he went out of his way to apol- 
ogize to Conant, and to empha- 
size his admiration and envy of 
American science. 

From this curious sequence of 
events, certain American experts 
tentatively deduce that the im- 
perialist faction of the Soviet 
leadership, headed by Molotov, is 
prepared to take the risk of an 
atomic armament race, while the 
more moderate Stalin may accept 
a reasonable plan of international- 
ization, 

Such a plan has now been put 
forward in the remarkable report 
of the special committee headed 
by Under Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, (The full text of this 
report will be published in the 
Post-Dispatch tomorrow.) Since 
the evidence from Moscow is 80 
incomplete, perhaps the best way 
to try to gauge probable Soviet 
policy is to see’ what the plan 
would require the Soviet Union 
to do.. These requirements are 
inherent in the plan itself. 


Four Great Concessions, 

The plan is based on two prin- 
ciples. First, prevention of an 
atomic armaments race by send- 
ing out armies of inspectors to 
smell out violations will be as 
hopeless as prevention of drink- 
ing by armies of prohibition 
agents. Second, a positive ap- 
proach must therefore be adopted. 
A United Nations Atomic Devel- 
opment Authority must own and 
operate all mines, manufacturing

plants and other facilities used or 
potentially useful in production of 
dangerous fissionable material. 
This authority will thus directly 
control every possible source of 
atomic weapons. Inspection will 
merely take the form of prevent- 
ing development of illicit addition- 
al sources. 

This plan, if adopted, would re- 
quire the Soviet Union to take 
the following major steps, con- 
trary to previous Soviet policy: 

(1) Free access to any part 
of the Soviet Union, at any | 
time, would have to be granted ° 
to representatives of the Atomic | 
Development Authority engaged 
in geological surveys, for the 
purpost of seeking out new 
sources of uranium and thorium, 
and seeing that no such mines 
were opened except by ADA. 

(2) Freedom of contact be 
tween Sovict scientistg and 
scientists of the ADA would 
have to be authorized. If the 
Soviet Union contributes its 
sHare to the staff of the pro- 
posed authority, great numbers 
of Soviet sc.entists and techni- 
cians—perhaps as many as 10,- 
000 in all, when the ADA is in 
full operation—will have to be 
permitted to see the outer 
world as members of the ADA 
staff. 
(3) Direct inspection of man- 
ufacturing and power plants 
using denatured fissionable ma- 
terial under license from the 
Atomic Development Authority 
would have to be permitted. 

(4) Special inspection of any 
suspected area or manufactur- 
ing installation, after reference 
of th- case to the United Na- 
tions, would have to be granted. 

Letting the Air in. 

Soviet opposition may well be 
ar-used by many other aspects of 
the plan. For cxample, the com- 
mittee members first thought te 
gucrd Atomic Development Au- 
thority manufacturing plants and 
stockpiles by locating them on 
islands. Then it was realized that 
islands would be vulnerable to sea 
power, which no land power could 
accept. Therefcre, it was decided 
to divide plants and stockpiles 
proportionally among the major 
nations. But, although a share 
of 30 per cent has been tentative- 
ly allotted to the Soviet Union, it 
is obvious that this might not be 
considered satisfactory, 

Essentially, however, the four 
concessions listed above are the 
major ones the Soviets will have 
to'make. They do not mean that 
inspectors will penetrate every- 
where and interrogate everyone 
in Russia. The wall will not be 
broken down. But at least the air 
will be let into the close Soviet 
system,

U.N. MAY ASK IRAN, 
RUSSIA FOR REPORT 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 

NEW YORK, April 6 (AP)— 
Diplomatic authorities said today 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil probably will insist on a full 
report from both Russia and Iran 
on the agreement made to settle 
their dispute. 

The report, based on yesterday’s 
Tehran announcement that the two 
governments had agreed on troop, 
oil and political problems, would 
give the Council opportunity to 
review the Soviet-Iranian arrange- 
ments and decide whether it con- 
sidered them satisfactory. 

That there may be some criti- 
cism was indicated by a declara- 
tion from a member of the Aus- 
tralian delegation, who could not 
be otherwise identified. He ac- 
cused [ran of having used the 
Council to advance its own “po- 
litical negotiations” with Russia. 

He said that the Iranians had 
protested all along they could not 
negotiate an oil concession so long 
as Soviet troops were in the coun- 
try, yet announced yesterday an 
agreement on making future con- 
cessions. Even while their case 
was before the Council “they were 
all the time negotiating,” he said. 
The Council, whose last previous 
session was held Thursday, when 
it accepted a Russian assurance 
of troop withdrawals from Iran, 
is in weekend recess and will not 
meet again until Tuesday. It is 
unlikely that any new action on 
Iran will come up before May 6, 
which the Council fixed as. a pos- 
sible date for looking into the 
situation again.

State Supreme Court 
Rules in Favor of 


NEW YORK, April 6 (UP)— 
Trainer Tom Smith was free to 
apply for a license to train horses 
in New York today after the ap- 
pellate division of the State Su- 
preme Court issued a stay in his 
one-year suspension yesterday. 

The New York Jockey Club, 
which ordered the suspension, 
could not be forced to issue Smith 
a 1946 license, the court said, but 
it could not refuse him on the 
grounds of the previous revoca- 
tion when alleged that a Smith- 
trained horse had been adminis- 
tered ephedrine. 

The appellate division stipulated 
that if his appeal was unsuccess-' 
ful April 23, the time of the stay 
could be added to the suspension 
so that it would run a full year. 

Under a state statute a trainer 
is responsible for his horses 24 
hours a day and when an investi- 
gation by the Jockey Club revealed 
Magnific Duel had been given a 
nasal spray of ephedrine before 
winning on Nov. 1, Smith was sus- 
pended. He is contesting the con- 
stitutionality of the statute.

ITH meat scarce and chicken 
W plentiful, we need to know a 

number of good ways to pre- 
pare this bird so it won’t become 
monotonous on the bill of fare. It 
would be-a misfortune to develop 
a dislike for chicken. While I 
know of no poll being taken on 
what the most preferred methods 
of chicken cookery are, I would 
guess roast chicken to be at the 
top of the list—assuming of course 
that the voters are familiar with 
the best of roast chicken! Chicken 
that tastes like chicken should, is 
filled with delicious dressing, the 
meat cooked until really tender 
and still juicy, and with a rich 
appetizing brown on the outside. 
The goodness of chicken starts 
with the breed and the feed. But 
a perfectly bred and fed bird can 
be spoiled in a few seconds by one 
unskilled in killing and dressing. 
There seems to be a method of 
dressing that is sweeping over the 
country and literally robs the 
chicken of much of its delicate 
but highly prized flavor. In a nut 
shell this is what happens. 

After the chicken is picked, they 
are drawn and are immediately 
placed in cold water to cool. Right 
here is where the flavor soaks out 
and runs down the drain. When 
chicken is washed thoroughly on 
the outside and is drawn care- 
fully, it needs little or no wash- 
ing. If any of the viscera is acci- 
dentally broken, the inside re- 
quires washing but do it as quickly 
as possible so no flavor is leached 
out. The chicken should be drained 
and then cooled at least 24 hours 
in the refrigerator before stuffing. 
The following dressing is one of 
those famous old-time ones that 
is soft enough that it can be 
poured right into the chicken cav- 
ity. (Remember before putting in 
the dressing to sprinkle the cavity 
with salt.) This dressing when 
baked is not solid and stodgy, but 
is still moist, delicate and light. 
Chicken for-roasting should al- 
ways be trussed, which means 
tying the legs and wings as closely 
to the body as possible to obtain 
a compact package and enable 
the bird to cook as uniformly as 
possible. 

Moist Bread Dressing 

Six cups soft bread crumbs, one 
teaspoon poultry seasoning, one- 
fourth cup butter, one-half cup 
diced celery, one-third cup diced 
onion, four eggs, three cups milk, 
one-sixteenth teaspoon blagk pep- 
per, one teaspoon salt. 

Cube or pull in pieces day old 
bread and measure. Add poultry 
seasoning and toss, Melt butter in 
skillet, add celery and onions and 
saute for five minutes. Meanwhile 
beat eggs slightly, add milk, salt 
and pepper. Add the sauteed 
onion, celery, and bread cubes. 
Let stand 10 minutes. Stir well 
and pour (this is quite liquid in 
consistency) into thoroughly clean- 
ed chicken. Do not close opening 
but have neck opening tightly 
closed with skewers to avoid loss 
of liquid at beginning of baking 
period. If destred, the liver and 
heart may be ground and added to 
the egg milk mixture before the 
addition of bread crumbs and one 
cup of rich chicken stock may be 
substituted for one cup of the 
milk. This makes five cups of 
stuffing, enough for five and one- 
half to six and one-half Ib. roast- 
ing chicken. Dressing almost 
doubles in bulk in baking. Some 
liquid runs out, but helps to 
make a richer gravy.

Dinner: Roast chicken with 
moist bread dressing, mashed po- 
tatoes, buttered brussel sprouts, 
molded lime fruit salad with may- 
onnaise, pineapple ice, cup cakes. 

Supper: Denver sandwiches, 
tossed vegetable salad, applesauce, 


Peanut Butter Loaf 

Sift- two cups flour, two tea- 
spoons baking powder, one-half 
cup sugar, and one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt together. Add one-half 
cup peanut butter and one table- 
spoon shortening and cut into 
dry ingredients with a fork. Add 
one egg, beaten and one and one- 
fourth cups milk, one teaspoon 
grated orange rind, and beat well. 
Add one-half cup raisins and mix 
thoroughly. Pour into a_e well 
greased 842x4%x2% inch loaf pan. 
Let stand 20 minutes. Bake at 
350 degrees F. for 60-70 minutes, 
or until it tests done,

NEW YORK, Friday. 

ESTERDAY: I went to a 
Y luncheon of the Executives As- 

sociation of Greater New 
York. This is an organization 
comprising one member from all 
the different trades and business- 
es within the city. They have an 
affiliation with a comparable 
group in London, and they invited 
me to the luncheon to receive 
from the British group a beauti- 
fully bound memorial edition of 
the London Times containing 
Winston Churchill's speech in 
Parliament and a record of vari- 
ous other commemorative tributes 
at the time of my husband’s 
death. This I am to place in the 
archives of the library at Hyde 
Park. 

It was for me a most interesting 
and delightful occasion and I was 
deeply appreciative. As a return 
gift for the British Executives As- 
sociation, the New York group 
had a gavel and sounding block 
made from the teakwood planks 
of the deck of the battleship Okla- 
homa, which was sunk at Pearl 
Harbor. The appropriate inscrip- 
tions bring to mind the fact that 
the sinking of this ship marked 
the time when Great Britain and 
the United States joined together 
to fight and win the war.

PRIOR to this luncheon, I at- 
tended a meeting of representa- 
tives from a large number of or- 
ganizations which have banded 
together to give aid to the Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People in 
their legal defense of the men 
who were imprisoned in Colum- 


bia, Tenn. Every effort will be 
made to see that the full light of 
publicity is thrown on this case 
and that the ends of justice are 
served, since it is important that 
a repetition of anything of this 
kind be prevented if possible.

his opponents is the “danger 
hand” while the other is com- 
paratively: harmless. He should 
be duly grateful when it is not 
only possible but easy to keep 
the danger-hand off lead. In short, 
he should not follow the foolish 
example of the declarer in the 
following deal:

West opened the three of spades. 
Declarer properly played dummy’s 
queen, but when this held the 
trick, he proved that he did not 
know why he had played it. At 
the seond trick he led to the ace of 
clubs and then tried a finesse to 
the jack. East won and returned 
a spade, and from then on it was 
all up with declarer. 

South had missed the point of 
the hand. The club suit would 
not be sufficient for contract un- 
less the finesse were successful, 
and there was no reason to stake 
everything on that — an extra 
trick could be developed in hearts 
at virtually no risk. 

South should have led a low 
heart from the dummy at the 
second trick, finessing the eight. 
West would win with the king. 
To lead back a spade would give 
South an extra trick in that suit; 
a club or diamond would give 
declarer no problem, and a heart 
would merely take declarer’s 
second finesse for him. 

Declarer could therefore take 
a second heart finesse in perfect 
safety and then would be able to 
start @n the club suit. Thus he 
would make three club tricks and 
at least two tricks in each of the 
other suits.

“The baby is now half way 
through grammar _ school, but 
when this player first broke into 
the big leagues, the child was 
then an infant in arms, As a 
good luck token, the baby’s father 
carried a pair of outgrown shoes 
of his baby. He made a base hit 
first time at bat, 

“As a result, he carries those 
same shoes always They are al 
most worn out now. And his sys 
tem works, Dr. Crane, for once 
when he lost those shoes for two 
weeks, he never made a base hit. 

“Besides, some players I know 
can never hit except with the 
same bat they’ve been using all 
season, Some carry rabbits’ feet 
and luck pieces of various sorts, 
Do you believe in such things, 
Dr. Crane?”

Instead of recognizing that 
there are certain curves and 
twists to the pitched ball, and in- 
stead of trying to analyze shrewd- 
ly the pitcher’s weaknesses, it is 
sO much easier to believe that a 
pair of baby shoes in your pocket 
will make you hit the ball, 
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THE HUMAN MIND is so con- 
structed that we react first to 
things and only later to ideas, 
Moreover, ideas are always intan- 
gible and therefore are difficult to 
hold fast to. As a rule, people 
like to rely on what they can see 
or feel. 

College girls, for instance, are 
more impressed by the athletic 
football player than by the bril- 
liant student, because they can see 
muscular development but cannot 
readily observe the brilliant ner 
vous processes going on within 
the skull of the Phi Beta Kappa. 

Analytical thinking is the most 
difficult kind of work in the 
world. That is why we try to 
avoid it as much as possible. So 
we carry rabbits’ feet and horse- 
shoes. 

We don’t wish to walk under 
ladders, and we consider it means 
seven years of bad luck to break 
mirrors, There are hundreds of 
such foolish and childish beliefs 
prevalent among otherwise sen- 
sible Americans, which enable us 
to escape from the task of real 
thinking.
